been evacuated from College Hall, 
a Tour-story brick and frame dor- 
mitory which housed 225 girls, 
an'd from rooms above the chapel 
. The f ire % broke out about 2:30 
a.m. and an hour later College 
Hall : had been razed and, the 
flames had spread to the adjoin- 
ing Tive-story administration and 
classroom building. 


I'.Th'e fire was believed to have 
started in the lower portion of the 
chapel, upper floors of which were 
used as a dormitory. A school offi- 
cial said it might have started 
from a short circuit in the wiring.
